The Facility 

Located in the heart of campus just north of Oktahoma Memo- 
rial Stadium, the Howard McCasland Field House provides the 
OU men's gymnastics, volleyball and wrestling programs with a 
first-class taining and competition venue.

Inthe summer of 2012, the OU Athletics Department completed 
a major renovation of the Field House. The list of improvements 
included refurbished exterior brick, new windows. and entry 
doors, a complete roof replacement and a remodel of the vol- 
leyball offices, locker and team rooms, renovation of main lobby, 
restrooms and concessions 


In 2005, the Field House underwent a S6 million facelift that 
included a complete interior renovation. The historic floor was 
resanded and repainted with four efficent practice courts and 
chair-back seating that offers fans mare comfort 


In addition, the entre facility was repainted and improvements 
were made to the HVAC system, sound system, lighting and 
scoreboards, The Sooners aso enjoyed renovations done tothe 
training room as well as an upgrade to the facility's locker rooms. 


History 

Originally opened in 1928, the Field House was once the home 
af the men’s basketball team. More than 5,000 fans were in at- 
‘endance forthe facility's frst game on January 13, 1928, asthe 
Sooners beat the Kansas Jayhawks, 45-19. 


Since its construction, the Field House has been home to numer- 
tus sports. In addition to the basketball programs, volleyball 
men's and women's gymnastics and wrestling have all featured 
events here 


In addition to sporting events, the Field House has hosted several 
notable musicians and entertainers in its history. Oklahoma stu- 
dents have watched acts including Jimi Hendrix (1970), Henry 
Mancini (1963), Sonny and Cher (1969), Nat King Cole (1956) 
and Duke Elingion (1956). Former President Bill Clinton spoke 
at the Field House during the 2008 Presidential campaign. 


Howard McCasland 

‘former captain and center forthe Oklahoma basketball team 
from 1914-16, Howard McCastand was an outstanding player 
‘who local Sooner fans flocked to the gym to watch. During his 
senior campaign in 1916, McCastand totaled 407 points, which 
accounted for half of the entire teams season total. The Field 
House is named in his honor.

‘Audrey Alford (17) and Madison Drescher (10) are two of the Sooner junior that lead Oklahoma volleyball nto the 2017 season 


University of Oklahoma volleyball junior setter Audrey Alford (Norman, 
Okla.) assumed the starting role fulltime late in her freshman season and held 
on to it throughout all of her sophomore campaign in 2016. A year older and 
more experienced, she is joined by junior setter Morgan Miller (Magnolia, 
Texas), one of seven newcomers and a transfer from Louisville who provides 
the Sooners the ability to run a 5-1 or 6-2 offense as a setter or swinging from 
the right side. 


The two junior setters will manage an OU offense that figures to feature a mix 
of junior hitters and a new crop of freshman attackers. Defensive specialist 
Emma Kelly (Houston, Texas) is the only senior on the 2017 Oklahoma 
roster; the second time in the last four years that the Sooners have had just 
one senior. Alford, fellow junior Madison Drescher (Southlake, Texas) 
and redshirt-junior Rachel Manriquez (Edmond, Okla.) have also assumed 
leadership roles as captains for this season. 


Alford totaled 1,197 assists last season, finishing second in the Big 12 with an 
11.29 assists per set average. She has two full years of working with hitters like 
Drescher and junior Alyssa Enneking (League City, Texas). Alford’s num- 
bers improved with increased playing time from her freshman to sophomore 
season as she collected seven double-doubles and in back-to-back matches set 
Sooner records for assists in a four- and five-set match during the 25-point 
rally-scoring era. 


“Audrey knows how to set everyone,” claimed 14th-year head coach Santiago 
Restrepo. “She has gotten a lot quicker and is working on better communicat- 
ing and learning how to work on set locations with our new players.” 


Miller brings two seasons of Division | experience to the Sooner lineup after her 
time with the Cardinals, which included an ACC Championship. She appeared 
in just four matches as a freshman in 2015 before playing in 100 sets across 
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29 matches a year ago. Miller averaged 1.97 kills and 1.67 assists in 2016. 
While practicing primarily as a setter, the left-handed Miller will also factor in 
to Restrepo’s plans as a hitter on the right side. 


“Morgan is an opposite and setter with great experience,” said Restrepo. “She 
has gelled well with the team quickly. As a setter, she runs a fast offense, which 
opens up the possibility for us to run a 6-2." 


On the outside, Alford and Miller's primary pin-hitter targets will be Drescher 
and Enneking. Drescher is a Preseason All-Big 12 selection. The 6-foot-2 out- 
side hitter, averaged 1.79 kills per set and hit .199 in 90 sets. Enneking, who 
stands at 5-foot-11, expanded her playing time from 19 sets as a freshman to 
92 as a sophomore and proved valuable on both sides of the ball. She totaled 
seven double-doubles and was first on the team with 2.99 kills, lifting her aver- 
age to 3.13 in Big 12 play, and second in digs at 2.42 per set. 


“| think Drescher and Enneking are ready to step up to the challenge,” stated 
Restrepo. “They will be relied upon a lot.” 


Both Drescher and Enneking have been developing over the last two years for 
a greater role in the OU offense. Despite Enneking leading the Sooners in kills 
as a sophomore, she was expected to have served in a greater utility role in 
2016. Drescher and Enneking have spent the last two seasons learning behind 
veterans such as Kimmy Gardiner and Madison Ward, both of whom had injury- 
riddled senior seasons, which forced Drescher and Enneking into a larger roles. 


Also returning at outside hitter is sophomore Erin Dibble (Frisco, Texas). 
Another lefty that gives Restrepo a second option on the right side, the 6-foot-2 
Dibble appeared in 41 sets over 20 matches with five starts as a freshman. She 
hit .218 and totaled 34 kills with 21 digs and 17 blocks. 


Entering the fold at outside hitter from this year's freshman class are 6-foot-1

Combining international re- 
cuiting with a hard-working, blue-collar coaching style, 
the Bogota, Colombia, native has made his mark on the 
volleyball community 


The Sooners have reached the NCAA Tournament eight 
times during his tenure, including six in a row from 
2003-2014 and five-consecutive 20-win seasons during 
that stretch. 


‘Oklahoma's sixth consecutive appearance in the postsea- 
son came on the back of a 20-11 record, highlighted 2 
road-winat No. 2 Texas to sap the Longhorns’ 34-match 
hhome win streak. A trifecta of Sooners ula Doyle, Kierra 
Holst and Marion Hazelwood became only the second trio 
toearn All-America Honorable Mention atthe end of one 
season in OU history. Doyle, Holst and Madison Ward 
also teamed up to mark the first time three Sooners were 
rnamed to the All-Big 12 First Team with Doyle also claim- 
ing Setter ofthe Vear. 


In 2013, Oktahoma pasted a 24-8 campaign that ended 
in the NCAA Second Round. Salle McLaurin repeated as 
an All-American with an AVCA All-America Second Team

bined 27 matches inthe four years prior to his arrival. In 
12 years at Oktahoma, Restrepo's record stands at 221- 
152 (592). He has guided the program to eight NCAA 
Championship appearances, including two Sweet 16 2p- 
pearances in 2006 and 2010. 


During his tenure, 11 Oklahoma student-athletes have earned All-America honors from the Ameri- 
can Volleyball Coaches Assocation andthe organization has recognized 10 Sooners with al-egion 
accolades. The Big 12 Conference has selected 17 OU players as al-conference selections and 
eight rookies have earned a spot on the conference's all-freshman team. 


Seven OU players have garnered various Big 12 Conference “of the Year” honors and 65 have earned 
‘Academic All-Big 12 awards. A total of 13 Sooners have been awarded with the College Sports 
Information Directors’ Academic All-District distinction. Suzy Boulavsky became the program’ first 
‘Academic All-American in 2010 after being named to the CoSIDA third team. Boulavsky earned first 
team honors in 2011. 


The 2012 senior class became the first to reach the postseason in each of its four seasons, only 
to be matched by the 2013 and 2014 classes. The 2013 season ended in the NCAA Second Round 
witha 24-8 ayer recard and 11-5 markin the 6g 12, good exh fr third McLain canes her 
third AVCA All-America honor and earned CoSIDA Academic All-American as well as Big 12 Scholar 
‘Athlete of the Vear. 


The 2011 team finished with a 21-12 overall recor. Brianne Barker earned her second consecutive 
‘All-America third team honor, while Boulavsky and McLaurin were named All-America honorable 
mention. Barker and Boulavsky earned first team All-Central Region honors from the AVCA and 
first team All-Big 12 honors, McLaurin was named Big 12 Defensive Player of the Year, while Carlee 
Roethlisberger was named Newcomer of the Year. 


The 2010 Sooners made the NCAA Championship and were awarded their first-ever first and sec- 
ond round host site as the team advanced to the third round for the third time in program history. 
The season was highlighted with a 23-11 overall mark and third-place finish in the Big 12 with a 
13-1 record. McLaurin became the first Oklahoma player to be named Big 12 Freshman of the Year. 
Barker and Boulavsky earned first team All-Big 12 honors, while Barker was a first team All-Central 
Region selection and Boulavsky was honorable mention. Barker was also named to the All-America 
third team by the AVCA. 


After losing his youngest son to leukemia 
prior to the start of the 2009 season, Re- 
strepo returned from a leave of absence to 
lead his team to the NCAA Championship 
for the first time since the 2007 season. 
The Sooners finished fourth in the Big 12 
after going 11-9 and 18-12 overall. Bou- 
lavsky eafned AVCA honorable mention 
all-region honors. 

Selected ninth in the 2007 preseason poll, 


the Sooners advanced to the NCAA Cham- 
pionship, finishing 22-10 with a 13-7 mark 
in Big 12 play. 


One of the most successful seasons in the 
program's history came during the 2006 
campaign as OU tuned in the biggest 
‘umaround in Big 12 history. That year, Re- 
strepo guided the Sooners to their first-ever 
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win over Texas and the team advanced tothe NCAA Championship third round for just the second 
time ever. Oklahoma finished the year ranked No. 12 inthe final AVCA poll, its highest in history. 
Behind Restrepo’ leadership, the Sooners recorded the best winning percentage in school history 
with a 28-6 (£824) record and finish second inthe Big 12 witha 17-3 mark. 


All five seniors on the 2006 team earned All-Big 12 recognition. Joanna Schmitt and Eliane Santos 
each earned All-America honors. Restrepo earned Big 12 and Regional Coach of the Year honors and 
‘was recognized by CVU.com as its 2006 National Coach of the Year. 


In Restrepo’ final season at Southern Miss he led his 2003 team to a program-best 27-6 record 
and was named Conference USA Coach af the Year. That squad reeled af three winning streaks of at 
least ix matches, including oe eight-win string, the lngest in school history. Three Golden Eagle 
players gamered All-Conference USA honors during Restrepo’ three-year tenure, including two 
in is final season. He left Southern Miss with a conference record of §2-40 (565) and an averall 
mark of 127-72 (638) 


Prior to coaching at Southern Miss, Restrepo served three seasons (1998-2000) as an assistant 
coach at Saint Louis University under Marilyn Nolen. Restrepo brought a tough training regimen 
{othe Bliken program in 1398, an his dedication and wrk sparked an meds improve 
Saint Louis posted its fourth best single-season winning percentage in school history at 21-7 (.750) 
during the 1998 season. In 2000, he helped the Billikens to 23 victories, the mast since 1996, 


Restrepo served as the women's head coach at East Nels i ) University from 1994-97. He 
led the Warriors to a 21-11 record and a semifinal finish in the Pennsylvania State Athletic Confer- 
‘ence (PSAC) in his first season in the league. East Stroudsburg posted its best record in school 
history with a 32-2 mark in 1996. For his team’s efforts, Restrepo was named PSAC Coach of the 
Year. During his tenure, he led ESU to a 75-32 (.735) overall record. 


‘A former NCAA Division | All-American at East Pipense! Restrepo was also a four-time all- 
conference selection. He earned team most valuable player honors all four years and was the co- 
winner of the senior athlete award in 1986, He was inducted into the East Stroudsburg Hall of Fame 
in 2004 and the EIVA Hall of Fame in 2015. 


Following his collegiate career, Restrepo played one season professionally in France and returned 
tothe United States where he played onthe American Vollyball Players Pro Beach Tou. He earned 
3A player rating onthe AVP tour and had the opportunity to play against some of the giants of 
professional beach volleyball, including KarchKiraly, Sinjin Smith, Randy Stokos and Kent Stefes. 


Highly involved with USA Volleyball and internationally, Restrepo served as co-head coach of one of 
two USA Volleyball under-22 select teams that toured Argentina in June 2005 and 2006. He was 
head coach of USA Volleyball’s A2 junior national team during its summer 2011 international tour. 


Restrepo and his wife, Heidi Nichols, have two sons, Diego Ignacio and Javier Santiago. Restrepo's 
youngest son, Javier Santiago, passed away from leukemia in July 2009 at the age of four. To find

Files served as acting head coach forthe final two matches of the 2008 season as Restrepo's son 
was about to undergo a second transplant operation. She quietly continued to carry these duties 
into the summer as the Restrepo family dealt with the passing of Javier in July 2009. 


University of Oklahoma volleyball head coach Santiago 
Restrepo has announced the addition of Kyle Robinson as 
the program's newest assistant coach on March 5, 2015. 
A seven-year veteran as a head coach at LIU Brookiyn
